He was formerly in
charge of the First Kensington Preshyterian Charoh,
on Girard avenue, known as Chandler's Charch,
from its Orst minister, and while there was also very
successfol, On December 4, 1807, the Bethesda con-
gregation was formed as a colony from the first
churoh, and this portion of the old body took with
them the pastor. The corper-stone was laid on the
fivst of July, 1865, and by May, 1349, the work was so
far completed as to admit of the occupation of the
lecture-room, which was dedicated on the eleventh
day of that month. 'The work was then pushed for-
ward and 8 now completed. The main audience
room and the finfghed bullding will be formally dedi-

On the maln toor there are 750 slttings, exclusive
of the gallery. The entive sitbing capacity of the
churoh is estimated at about 1200, and this 18 thonght
to e about the comfortable tigure. The windows
are of stained glass, inclusive of one very large one

factory of Brownholtz, Alcken & Ranson. Between
the windows, and ranping to the ceiling. are large
plaster ribs in the rominesque style, ‘T'ne gallerios
run around all four sides of the church, and the
organ gallery 18 at the eastern end, immediately
bhack of and over the pulpit.

The ball entered Thomas Donohne's left breast,
The assailant, af.er shooting, turned around and
ran rapidly aimlg Soventeenth stroet, parsued by
several citizens, but he disaspeared in Irving place,
On his romd lhe thréew awiay an ordinary slonched
hat, a gray spring overcoat, and a hrown wig, all of
wilch had evidently been used as a disgulse. He
wis ildo seen o throw away & platol, which wus
pleked up by Mr. MoDonald, of No, 152 Third avenue,
I'ie other articles were plcked up by Sergeant
Loonle, of East Twenty-gccond Street Police, who,
while gulnr his rounds, was talking to omeer Rar-
leigh on the Third avenne, about a blovk from the
gcene of murder, and who both hurried to the spot
upon hearing the report of the pistol, and found
Bonohue bleeding from the wound in his left breast,

DOKOHUE RECOGNIZED IS ASSASSIN,

The Eergeant asked” Donohas who had shot him,
and the wonnded man at once replled that it was
John Seannell, and that he had recognized him in
spite of his disgulse. Donohne's companions also
sald that the murderer had run away along Seven-
teenth street, The Sergeant therafore went rapldly
in that direction, and saw a carriage, in which were
two persong, hurrledly driving away. Suspecting
that the murderer might be 1o that vehicle, the Ser-
geant overhaunled it, but found that he was mis-
taken, and this delay gave the flecing assassin a
chance to espape. The Sergeant, having found the
vlothing before alluged to, then returned to the
wiige station, Donohue hawing been borne by his
rlends to his residence at No, 345 East Eighteenth
atreet.

) THE NATURE OF THE WOUND,

Pr. Kimbark having examined the wound pro-
noanced it very serions. IHe counld not positively
agRert that it was fatal, although the fact that tho
imllet was a very lJarge one, that It made a jagped
wound, and that it ald not bleed much externally,
ig almost conclugive evidence that it s mortal.

As Donohue has asserted positively that John
Scannel had fired the fatal shot, a visit to the Glen-
non Honge, Third avenue and Twenty-fourth street
formerly Kept in part by John Scannel, was deemed
NeCessary.

The person in this house gaid that John Scannel
was at Copake, on the Harlem Railroad, and had
been there for at least eight weeks, If, iharernra.
the assailant wag John Scannel, he must have come
to this city to shoot Donohue, as he had often threat-
ened he would do on the first opportunity.

Shlpwreck on the Lakes—Twenty-four Hours
inthe Water.

The steam barge Maunitobs arrived at Windsor
from Detrolt recently, having in tow a yacht to
which was lashed the dead body of a man named
Dennis Tuiner, and aboard the barfa weak and
hardly able to stand, was one Davic Horrm.. the
dead man’s companion. Merritt's story, as told in

Both men were residents of Michigan Centre,
Jackson county.
